A WIPED OUT TOWN 


L» Crosse, Wis., Oct. O.-The flood 


from the Hatfield dam is now sweeping 
the country north of-I* Crosse and if 
increasing th.e height of the Mississippi 
river here at the rate of an iijch an 
hour. Early today the Mississippi hare 
stood at eight and -eight-tenths feet 
above zero, a rise of almost four feet 
since Saturday morning. 


The river is today higher than it has 


been previously in three years. 
The 


Northwestern railway tracks just above 
L» Crosse and Onalaska are under water, 
there having been in some places a rise 
of fifteen feet. Traffic is completely cut 
off. 
Considerable damage is reported to 


farm property in the lowlands, and there 
are some heavy losses of stock. The 
farmers themselves hnd plenty of warn- 
ing and those,who were obliged to leave 
their homes got out safely. 


One of the distressing results of the 


flood, it is believed, will be the filing of 
petitions in bankruptcy by many mer- 
chants, losses of from 920,000 to $50,000 
being numerous.

The state of 
Pennsylvania ought to fix responsibility^ and then be- 
gin a thorough inspection of other dams in that Com- 
monwealth. 
Potential disasters may be found in other 


situations. 


FIRE PREVENTION 
PROPAGANDA. 


The setting apart of one day to be devoted in this 


state to the study of fire prevention is all well and 
good. Hundreds of thousands of pupils in the public 
schools will have impressed upon them the enormous 
waste of resources due to fires that have their origin 
in carelessness and can be arrested by a knowledge of 
the timely thing to do when a fire breaks out. But 
it will be more or less a waste of instruction if the 
study of fire prevention and the conservation of prop- 
erty be allowed to halt here. The course of teaching. 
both for the pupils in the schools and the grown-ups 


' outside of the schools, should be carried on. 
The 


consequences of the careless handling of fire or the 
agencies of fire and the best methods to attack fires in 
the incipient stages should be taught with steady per- 
sistence until the importance of the lessons are gen- 
erally understood and thoroughly appreciated. 
The 


thing cannot be taught in a day nor in a week. It is 
not necessary that this subject be made a part of the 
daily curriculum, perhaps: but in the schools it can 
be given attention at lc<st as often as it is found ex- 
pedient to practice the pupils in the fire drill anil the 
general public can he improved in knowledge by 
occasional public addresses and by suitable matter de- 
signed for publication in the press. Whatever will fix 
in the public mind the necessity and the means for 
the conservation of property against destruction by 
fire will be worth while. 
J'irc prevention day should 


be an establishment for three hundred and sixty days 
in the vcar. 


II'HY IT IS 


The principal drawback to efficient garbage dis- 


posal in Fort Wayne is the extravagance in cost of 
the methods employed. 
Collection and destruction 


both cost far more than they should cost. The burn- 
ing of a ton of garbage at the crematory here requires 
the consumption of about half its weight in coal. 
Modern garbage destructors nf the incinerator type 
will do the work on about a tenth of the fuel con- 
sumption that takes place in this city. Fort Wayne 
does'not get efficient garbage disposal because the 
collection and destruction of half the garbage product 
of the city costs more under present methods than 
complete collection and destruction would cost under 
approved methods, 
ford to pay for 
ably less than half 
retrenchment and economy as the pretext, there is 
steadfast neglect to take steps for improvement. Thus 
what at least in name is purposed- to save money for 
the people becomes extravagance and waste of tiie 
most wanton and inexcusable sort. And it is proposed 
to expand this waste of money by enlargement of the 
chief cause of it. Residents living in sections of the

Just prepared by the bureau of statis- 
tics, department of commerce and la- 
bor. It shows that tlu> total quantity 
of tin plate imported into the United 
States during the month of August was 
but 657.26:) pounds, valued at .$25,889. 
against 9.120,622 
pounds, valued 
at 


$274,052. in August of last year. In 
July. 1911, th? quantity imported wns 
527J20 pounds,' valued at 
!f2l,'J71, 


against 24.170,B37 pounds, valued ft 
$7ir>,5S. 
r>, in July. 1910. Thus the total 


quantity of the tin plate imported in 
Hie months of July and August, 1911, 
has been but 1,184,983 pounds, valued at 
.$47,860, against 33.2ni.239 pounds, val- 
ued at $9110537 in the corresponding 
months of last year. Meantime the ex- 
ports of domestic tin plates have t-l- 
•vahced from about two million pounds 
in July and August, 1910, to twenty- 
three million in July and-August, 1911. 


This heavy decline in the importa- 


tion of tin plate is understood to be 
due chieflv 
to the • large 
advance in 


prices of "this article in foreign coun- 
tries. The average import price of tin 
plate in July. 1911, was 4.2 cents p?r 
pound, against 3 cents per pound in 
July of last year, and in August about 
4 cents per pound, against1-^ cents pel* 
pound in August a year ago. Most of 
the' tin plates imported in recent years 
has been for use in the manufacture of 
cans and other articles used in 
the 


export trade, in which case 99 per cent, 
of the duty was refunded under the 
drawback law. 
\ 


•The marked advance in price of tin 


plates abroad has apparently led to 
the substitution of domestic tin plate 
for the foreign article in the manufac- 
ture of a large proportion of the cans 
and other articles for use in exporta- 
tion. 


The causes of this change in the 


movement of tin plates in our foreign 
••fimmercc are stated by mi authority 
on the subject in response to an in- 
quiry by the bureau of statistics, as 
follows: 


"A number of, reasons have contribut- 


ed to the changes in the .statistics re- 
ferred to. The price of) tin plates ad- 
vanced very materially abroad, owing 
to the high price _pf sheet bars, aug- 
mented by the cnymous increase on 
the continent and nil over the world 
in the demand for tin plate, for can- 
ning fruits, vegetables, fish, moats, and 
oil products.

plate as containers for oil-products 
•lone has increased tremendously, by 
reason of the, development of oil-pro- 
ducing properties in 
Mexico, India, 


Persia and Borneo, to say nothing of 
the increase in demand in Russia as a 
•esult of more stable political condi- 
tions in that country.

»orld has taxed the productions of

fnlly selected; his record should he in- 
vestigated as to character, general in- 
clinations iincl manifest ability. 
The 


object must he to obtain an apprentice 
who can think for himself, who will 
not learn by rote, who will display in- 
itiative, anil who will from all appear- 
ance's develop into an efficient workman 
—one to be depended on. The entrance 
examination should be one thut will 
brine out those essentials which we 
must hnve knowledge of in the would- 
be apprentice, and which will tend to 
exhibit any special qualifications and 
adaptability for the work, rnther than 
laying too much stress on his elemen- 
tary learning.

Habitual Inebriates Are Pun- 


ished There Either by Ban- 
ishment or Servitude—Man- 
darin Takes the Place of 
Champagne. 


' (New York Sun.) 


It the people of Europe can and do 


snake a variety of wines from.grapes 
which, except in a lew minor details 
all resemble one another, the Chinese 
in like 'manner can manipulate rice. 


For various reasons the grapevine Is 


not extensively cultivated In 
China. 


The Mongolians do not believe in grow- 
ing plants for drinking 'purposes alone, 
an'd this presumably is sufficient cause 
for not raisins grapes for wme mak- 
ing. On the^other hand rice is a staple 
article. 


To attempt the task of felling -when 


the art'of making rice liquor -was in- 
troduced in China -would be ridiculous. 
Records said to antedate Christianity 
by 2,000 and even 3,000 years show that 
it was not only a matter of commerce 
but was also subject to tribtite'or tax- 
ation. Early travelers also tell of the 
rice liquor they found in every part oC 
.the empire. 
'The best quality of rice wine 
is 


known as Mandarin, and it is so costly 
that only the most wealthy can afford 
to use it, and then only on special oc- 
•casions. 
The rlc'e from which 'It is 


made is of a particular species; in fact, 
It is not edible, and herein is a contra- 
diction to their of made claim of not 
raising anything fo» drinking purposes 
alone.' 
Mandarin, according to all the rules 


of ecology, is a wine, as it is the re- 
sult of fermentation only. 
'But the 


making.of it Is'mOre arduous and ex- 
acting than thsfof grape wine. After 
the harvesting'of the grain, which dif- 
fers In many ways from the ordinary 
rice, it Is treated to a. very 
careful 


•election, •imilar In many 'respects to 
[that we bestow upon the choice of 
.grapes. 
It 'Is then put Into water slightly 


•heated ana allowed to remain there for 
.nearly a month, perhaps longer.- It 
depends on the quality of the grain. 
When 'it has reached the proper stage 
it is put over a Blow fire and gently 
iheated for a few days, at times coming 
Just to a'boll.. When «t the right de- 
•gre« of pulpiness It 1s placed'in large 
earthenware jars and allowed to fer- 
ment.
